Beyond the disclosure of the 
fact that Professor Bernard Koses and Governor George C. Pardee were 
jrraduaited with that class, the claim to special dlgtinction was not n.ade 
•rood. 


The incident gives rise to ihe question as to what constitutes the dis- 


tinction of any partlcu'ar class 
The mere fact that some of its men-bers 


achieved official distinction or l.ecame distinguished educators will not juu- 
Ufy the claim of distinction as a class. These achievements are personal ana 
however gratifying to the members of the class who have not become dis- 
tinguished, it will not supply deficiency of educational equipment nor con- 
fer brilliancy upon individual mediocrity. 


There is a field of educational activity affording very rare opportur.it> 


for achieving class distiaction. This field lies In the direction of aid'ng the 
Alma Mater financially. Suppose the class of 1904, which as already Indi- 
cated numbers over 500, would form an association for the purpose of en- 
dowing a chair !r the University or of adding a beautiful building to Its 
physical equipment. 
TV enty dollars a year from 500 people would be $10- 


000, 
in ten years a fund of $300,000 could be raised In this way and i' 


would be the fund of the class of 1904 
Suppose the class of 1905 jo<r.r, in 


the effort, the Income viould be $20,000 a year and if the class of 1906 like- 
wise Joined In the effort, there v ould be »30,000 a year.
